THE  FARTHING 

The  word  "farthing"  was  origi- 
nally fe or thing,  and  the  term 
"fourthling"  occurs  in  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  version  of  the  Gospels 
(Matthew  v.26  and  Luke  xxi.2). 

At  the  first  the  Farthing  was 
the  fourth  part  of  a silver  penny, 
and  it  no  doubt  received  the  name 
from  the  practice  of  cutting  pen- 
nies into  quarters;  specimens  of 
these  have  been  found  dating  back 
to  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor. 

Farthings  of  silver  were  first 
struck  under  Edward  I for  England, 
although  John  had  coined  them  as 
Lord  of  Ireland  in  1210.  Gold  far- 
things are  mentioned  in  an  Act  of 
the  ninth  year  of  Henry  V,  I.E., 
11/21;  and  a project  for  coining 
farthings  in  tin  was  brought  up 
about  1679  and  this  metal  was  used 
for  them  to  a small  extent  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  reign  of  Chas  II. 

James  I,  in  1613,  granted  a 
patent  to  Lord  Harington- of  Exton, 
in  the  county  of  Rutland,  to  strike 
Royal  Tokens,  each  of  the  nominal 
value  of  one  Farthing.  These  pieces 
were  nicknamed  Haringtons. 

The  last  coining  of  silver  Far- 
things was  in  the  reign  of  Edw.VI 
and  in  l56l  a three-farthing  piece 
was  ordered  to  be  struck.  However, 
this  was  discontinued  in  1582. 

The  copper  Farthing  was  origin- 
ally struck  in  the  reign  of  James  I. 
In  1635,  a Farthing  token,  called 
the  Rose  Farthing,  or  Royal  Farth- 
ing, was  issued;  it  was  coined  in 
copper  but  sometimes  was  made  up  of 
two  metals  in  order  to  make  counter 
felting  more  difficult.  It  got  its 
name  from  the  rose  surmounted  by  a 
crown  on  the  reverse. 

In  1672,  a proclamation  made  the 
Farthing  a legal  tender  only  for 
sums  less  than  sixpence.  In  the 
reign  of  James  II  the  Farthings 
were  made  of  tin  with  a square 
plug  of  copper  in  the  center. 

No  copper  money  was  struck  for 
currency  during  the  reign  of  Queen 
Anne,  but  patterns  for  Farthings 
were  minted.  One  of  these,  made 
shortly  before  the  Queen's  death, 
gave  rise  to  the  vulgar  error  that 
only  three  farthings  were  issued  in 
this  reign.  This  variety  was  put 
in  circulation  and  is  not  rare. 

In  1828  and  later,  Half  Farth- 
ings were  struck  for  use  in  Ceylon; 
one  third  Farthings  appeared  in 
Malta;  quarter  Farthings  have  also 
been  use/1  for  colonial  use.

FIRST  CANADIAN-MADE  COINS  AH 

INSULT  TO  GOVERNOR  OF  L.C. 

The  Governor  of  Lower  Canada, 

Sir  James  Craig,  was  grossly  in- 
sulted by  Canada's  first  "home- 
made" coins  much  to  the  gentleman's 
discomfort. 

These  copper  coins  dated  1811 
were  crudely  made,  produced  by 
someone  in  Montreal,  ostensibly 
to  fill  the  need  for  specie,  but 
actually  to  insult  the  Governor. 

They  were  struck  by  hammer  from 
very  poor  dies  and  bore  a grotesque 
likeness  of  the  Governor  together 
with  the  latin  inscription  - 
"Vexator  Canadinsis"  which  trans- 
lated is  "Torment  of  the  Canadians? 
This  inscription  appeared  around  a 
bust  of  the  Governor  and  on  the  re- 
verse some  caustic  political  ad- 
vice. Another  issue  has  the  Latin 
inscription  on  the  face  as  "Vexator 
Canadiensis, " a correction  of  the 
misspelling  on  the  first  issue. 

These  are  interesting  from  the  fact 
that,  so  far  as  is  known,  they  are 
the  first  coins  of  complete  Cana- 
dian origin. 

In  1822  the  British  Government 
took  definite  action  to  provide  the 
Canadian  people  with  an  issue  of 
specie.  A magnificent  series  of 
silver  coins  known  as  Colonial  Cur- 
rency, was  struck  in  denominations 
of  half,  quarter,  eighth  and  a 
sixteenth  of  the  Spanish  Dollar. 
Quantities  of  these  coins  struck  in 
Britain  were  sent  not  only  to  Cana- 
da but  to  other  British  colonies  in 
North  America.  The  quarter  dollar, 
due  to  its  similarity  to  a shil- 
ling, circulated  quite  freely,  but 
the  other  coins  did  not  meet  with 
popular  favor  in  Canada. 

About  this  time  a twopenny  copper 
token  appeared  which  had  been  struck 
in  England  for  Messrs  Lesslie  and 
Sons,  druggists  of  Toronto,  York, 
Dundas,  and  Kingston.  The  lesslie 
"tuppence"  was  one  of  the  largest 
copper  coins  ever  to  circulate  in 
British  North  America.

FOREIGN  SILVER  COINS 


The  word  "coin"  comes  from  a 
French  word  meaning  a wedge.  In 
ancient  and  medaeval  times,  coins 
were  made  by  striking  the  metal 
with  a hammer.  This  hammer  or  die 
was  made  in  the  shape  of  a wedge. 

The  name  of  the  die  passed  to  the 
piece  of  metal  struck  - a coin.  The 
operation  of  striking  the  coin  by  a 
wedge-shaped  hammer  is  still  re- 
ferred to  when  a coin  is  made.  We 
still  say  a coin  is  "struck"  when 
it  is  minted. 

When  coins  were  made  by  hand  with 
a hammer,  they  lacked  the  fine 
notches  around  the  edge  called  the 
"milling."  This  milling  was  intro- 
duced to  prevent  thieves  from  cut- 
ting bits  off  the  gold  and  silver 
coins.  When  this  "clipping"  was 
done,  the  coins  became  smaller  and 
smaller  until  worthless  and  no  one 
wished  to  accept  them.  This  crime 
was  once  punishable  by  hanging  but 
that  did  not  stop  the  evil  practice. 

In  the  mint  machine,  the  blank 
piece  of  metal  falls  into  a die 
which  has  the  milling  around  the 
edge.  When  the  heavy  hammer  die 
falls  on  it,  the  metal  is  pressed 
into  the  shape  the  edge  now  bears. 
The  whole  minting  machine  is  called 
a mill,  hence  the  word  "milling." 

In  the  reign  of  Charles  II  of 
England,  the  first  mill  in  use  pro- 
duced words  around  the  edge.  The 
toothed  or  serrated  edge  came  later. 
When  the  new  milled  coins  were 
struck,  the  government  redeemed  all 
the  old  clipped  coins  at  face  value. 
Then  a date  was  fixed  when  no  more 
would  be  accepted.  In  this  manner 
clipping  of  coins  was  eliminated 
and  the  coins  in  circulation  were 
of  full  weight  and  value.  Gold 
coins  sometimes  came  back  from  the 
Orient  with  the  centers  neatly 
hollowed  out  and  the  cavity  thus 
produced  filled  with  base  metal, 
the  edges  neatly  joined  together 
again.  - Paul  Borrowman
